In 1964 the individual car owner will pay in- 
creases ranging from $8.54 — for a “D” tag — 
to $12.92 — for a‘ “ww” tag. 

Owners of cars requiring plain tags will pay 
$22.17 — an increase of $6.67 over the present fee 
of $15.50. 

“W” tag owners will pay a $9.79 increase to 
$30.29. 

Actually, tags will be sold this year for a 13- 
month period. 

The 1963 legislature passed a law changing the 
renewal date from January to July. But it will be 
changed one month at a time until 1969. 

The new fees include the cost of a 12-month tag 
plus a prorated cost of an additional month with 
a 50-cent service charge tacked on the end. . 

Here are tag fees: 

“D” tag, up from $10.50 to $14.04. 

© Plain tag, up from $15.50 to. $22.17. 

© “W” tag, up from $20.50 to $30.29: 

© “WW” tag, up from $25.50 to $38.42.
